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PREFACE 



The primary mission of the National Center for Higher Education Management 
Systems (NCHEMS) at WICHE is to assist organizations and agencies involved in 
postsecondary education with the development of improved procedures and tools 
for planning and resource allocation. A related objective is the development 
of procedures that facilitate the exchange of comparable data among these 
institutions and agencies. This document, which has been developed jointly 
by the NCHEMS staff and the Statewide Structures Task Force, reviewed by the 
staff and the Task Force and approved for limited distribution by the Current 
Projects Committee of the NCHEMS Board of Directors, is intended to further 
these general objectives. 

Work on the postsecondary education subject matter taxonomy described in this 
document was initiated for two basic reasons: First, an immediate need for a 
unified subject matter taxonomy was seen for both the emerging state post- 
secondary education commissions and the community/junior colleges. Second, 
NCHEMS was interested in exploring the possibilities of extending the utility 
of its products to all of postsecondary education. As work on the taxonomy 
progressed, it became clear that it was a problem that could be dealt with only 
on an interim basis with the resources available in the NCHEMS project. The 
work on the present taxonomy therefore shifted from trying to develop an alter- 
native that would be recommended for actual use to providing an example of what 
might be done and documenting problems in existing taxonomies. It is hoped that 
in this way further effort on the development of postsecondary subject matter 
taxcnoiniis, specifically new projects being considered by the National Center for 
Educational Statistics, will lead to a satisfactory taxonomy for all of education. 



Thus, the taxonomy described in this document Is not viewed by NCHEMS as a 
real alternative for actual use (although it is superior in many ways to 
existing taxonomies), it is not being recommended for inclusion in the NCHEMS 
communication base, nor are there any plans for maintaining or updating it in 
the future. Any institution or agency that adopts or implements this taxonomy 
should be aware that there is a strong possibility that yet another new taxonomy 
will be developed through NCES and adopted for federal reporting purposes within 
the next three to five years. It is doubtful that coding structure of that new 
taxonomy will bear any resemblance to the one used in this document. 
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INTRODUCTION 



In recent years, stimulated in part by the Higher Education Amendments of 1972 
that established the so-called 1202 Commissions,* a general consensus has been 
developing that federal, state, and regional planners should be concerned about 
all portions of postsecondary education and not just individual sectors. This 
seems appropriate as many institutions in the different sectors (for example, 
higher education, vocational/technical education, proprietary education) are 
beginning to diversify and compete more directly with one another. This trend, 
which appears likely to continue, creates special problems for those responsible 
for planning and coordinating the various institutions and delivery units for 
postsecondary education programs and activities. 

To facilitate statewide planning and decision making for diverse numbers and 
types of postsecondary education delivery units, a set of standardized procedures 
and coding schemes for classifying, categorizing, organizing, and displaying a 
wide variety of types of information about the programs and activities that are 
provided by these units must be available. Members of the NCHEMS Advisory 
Structure (particularly members of the Statewide Structures Task Force), state- 
wide postsecondary planners and decision makers, and other members of the post- 
secondary education community have expressed strong reservations about some of 



*Section 1202 of the 1972 Higher Education Amendments to the Higher Education 
Act of 1965 specifies that each state shall designate or create a State Com- 
mission (i.e., 1202 Commission) that is *'broadly and equitably representative 
of the general public and public and private nonprofit and proprietary insti- 
tutions of postsecondary vocational schools, area vocational schools, 
technical institutes, four-year institutions of higher education and branches 
thereof...'' to conduct comprehensive statewide planning for postsecondary 
education. 
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the structures presently available for cataloging, organizing, and reporting 
Information, particularly those related to postsecondary education subject 
matter. 



SUBJECT MATTER TAXONOMIES CURRENTLY IN USE 

Currently there are two widely used taxonomies for reporting data about 
academic, vocational/technical, and adult/continuing education programs 
and activities: Standard Terminology for Curriculum and Instruction in 
Local and State School Systems (U.S. National Center for Educational Sta- 
tistics, 1970a), hereafter referred to as the Handbook VI taxonomy, and A 
Taxonomy of Instructional Programs in Higher Education (U.S. National Center 
for Educational Statistics, 1970b), hereafter referred to as the HEGIS tax- 
onomy. These two taxonomies were designed for similar purposes but for 
different segments of postsecondary education. 



The HEGIS Taxonomy 

The HEGIS taxonomy was developed jointly by the National Center for Educational 
Statistics (NCES) of the U.S. Office of Ifducation and the Western Interstate 
Commission for Higher Education as a classification system for student pro- 
grams in higher education. Currently it Is used by NCES as a key element In 
their Higher Education General Information Survey (HEGIS) questionnaires for 
collecting data on enrollments and degrees awarded from higher education in- 
stitutions. Its status was enhanced substantially when it was made an in- 
tegral part of the Program Classification Structure (PCS) developed by NCHEMS 
(Gulko, 1972). It thus became identified as relevant to higher education 
planning and management as well as federal reporting.

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The HEGIS Taxonomy is essentially an alphabetical listing of program categories 
that are commonly found in higher education institutions. The taxonomy has two 
major sections, one for ''academic'* programs at the baccalaureate level and above, 
and the other for vocational/technical programs at less than the baccalaureate 
level. The taxonomy has a two-level hierarchical structure that permits the 
individual program subcategories to be aggregated in a logical fashion into 
broad program categories. The strengths and weaknesses of the HEGIS taxonomy 
have been discussed by Wing (1975). 

Although the HEGIS taxonomy was developed as a means for classifying student 
programs, it can be used also to classify disciplines and subject matter, be- 
cause in higher education student programs and disciplines often have the 
same names. In the NCHEMS Program Classification Structure, the HEGIS 
taxonomy is used to refer to disciplines (or instructional departments) with- 
out any loss in utility or applicability. 

The Handbook VI Taxonomy 

The Handbook VI Taxonomy was developed as a classification system for subject 
matter, student programs, and so fortn for institutions and agencies concerned 
with vocational/technical education. It is currently used for both planning 
and reporting purposes by agencies and institutions at both the secondary 
and postsecondary levels. It has been designated as a Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare reporting standard and it is currently under 
consideration by the National Bureau of Standards for designation as a 
Federal Reporting Standard. 
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The Handbook VI Taxonomy is a five-level hierarchical classification system with 
a ten-digit coding structure. The taxonomy hC5 22 major sections that correspond 
to broad discipline categories related to vocational/technical education. It is 
relatively comprehensive although it does have considerable redundancy and repeti 
tion of categories. A discussion of the strengths and weaknesses of the Hand- 
book VI Taxonomy can be found in Wing (1975). 
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THE PROPOSED TAXONOMY 



In the development of the taxonomy described in this document, it was recognized 
that a single unified taxonomy of subject matter areas for all levels and sectors 
of education (for example, elementary, secondary, postsecondary) would be a 
worthwhile objective. It also was obvious that such an effort would require a 
rather long-term effort (two or more years) that could not be supported with 
resources available for this NCHEMS effort. Given the problems that currently 
exist for a large number of states and institutions because of the existence of 
two taxonomies, it was decided that there was sufficient need for an interim 
solution to proceed with this effort. Therefore, the taxonomy described in this 
document was developed to meet this need, at least in the short-run, and to fill 
the gap that presently exists for the postsecondary education community. 

FEATURES OF THE TAXONOMY 

Because the 0100-4900 classification series of the present HEGIS taxonomy has been 
widely accepted and used in one way or another by higher education institutions 
and agencies to describe "academic siih'^ , . ;3ions of knowledge and training," this 
series was chosen as the core of the new taxonomy. Modifications to this series 
(0100-4900) in the form of additional subject matter divisions and subject matter 
specialties to accommodate principally vocational/technical and adult/continuing 
instructional programs and activities have been made. In addition, a few subject 
matter specialties in the 0100-4900 series have been deleted and replaced with 
sets of more detailed categories that are more consistent with the structure and 
level of detail of the entire taxonomy. The appendix describes these modifica- 
tions in some detail . 
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The primary source of the vocational/technical and adult/continuing subject 
matter areas that have been added to the 0100-4900 core series is the Handbook 
VI Taxonomy, which contains a relatively comprehensive list of vocational/education 
subject matter areas. Tc ensure that nothing has been omitted, section II of the 
HEGIS taxonomy (the "5000 series" that describes "technological and occupational 
curricula leading to associate degrees and other awards below the baccalaureate") 
and a number of other taxonomies have also been considered in developing the proposed 
taxonomy. The bibliography contains a complete list of the references used in the 
development effort. 

Some of the features of the resulting taxonomy and the criteria used in 
its development are: 

1. The categories in the proposed taxonomy are subject matter divisions 
and specialties based on similar instructional content and emphasis. 

2. The proposed taxonomy is "neutral" with respect to information other 
than subject matter. That is, the categories in the taxonomy do not 
reflect information other than subject matter. 

3. Four-digit coding, consistent with the current HEGIS format, is used. 
The first two digits define the major subject matter divisions and the 
last two digits define subject matter specialties. 

4. Short narrative descriptions that describe each of the subject 
matter divisions and specialties are included in the taxonomy. These 
have been added in the hope that they will minimize ambiguity in the 
assignment of activities and programs to categories in the taxonomy. 

5. Crossovers between the existing HEGIS and Handbook VI taxonomies 
and the proposed taxonomy are included. 

6. The proposed taxonomy lists and defines both general academic, 
vocational/technical, and adul:/continuing education by subject 
matter areas in an integrated manner.

CLASSIFICATIONS AND CODING 



This taxonomy has been developed to identify, define, and provide a unique 
code for each of the major subject matter areas presently being taught in post- 
secondary education institutions. Thirty subject matter divisions and over 535 
subject matter specialties have been included in the taxonomy. Each of the 
subject matter divisions is defined In rather broad terms and then followed by 
two or more specialties, as appropriate. Although this taxonomy may be closely 
related to individual courses offered by postsecondary education institutions, 
it should not be viewed as a list of individual courses, either actual or 
recommended, for any institution or department. 

In utilizing subject matter as the focal point for this effort it has been 
recognized that a number of other descriptive distinctions, which should be 
defined and coded independently, must be attached to this taxonomy in order to 
define and describe further the educational programs and activities. This is 
true particularly where these data would be used as the basis for state-level 
postsecondary education planning and decision making. Among the additional 
distinctions that might be organized into standardized categories and linked 
to the subject matter areas of the proposed taxonomy are: 

- type of organization or institution (for example, university, two-year 
college, proprietary school) 

- level of instructional activity (for example, preparatory, upper divi- 
sion, graduate) 

- type of award (for example, diploma, bachelor's degree, doctoral degree) 
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- type of instructional emphasis (for example, academic, vocational/ 
technical, avocational) 

There are obviously other distinctions that might be added to this list, but 
these four have been identified since they seem to be the most significant 
ones for oostsecondary education that are not directly accommodated in the 
proDOsed subject matter taxonomy. 

Although a taxonomy of postsecondary education subject matter areas may be 
comolete and up to date when it is first released, it is inevitable that over 
time new subject matter areas will evolve which may require additional categories 
in the taxonomy. Riven this, an attempt has been made to provide in the 
proposed taxonomy a flexible structure with the capacity to be expanded or 
contracted as subject matter distinctions and categories evolve over time. 

Although the relationship between the different subject matter divisions and 
their specialties may be interpreted by some as suggestions on how a post- 
secondary education institution should organize its instructional offerings, 
this is not the intent of this proposed taxonomy. While it is desirable that 
the categories and codes used in the proposed taxonomy be compatible with the 
organizational structures of institutions that use it, as this will facilitate 
its use, it is expected that most users will have to perform a certain amount 
of translation or cross-walking in order to implement the taxonomy. 
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INDEX AND CROSSOVER TABLE 



To provide assistance in identifying the classification titles of the various 
subject matter divisions and subject matter specialties included in the tax- 
onomy, an alphabetical index of each title and its corresponding code has been 
included. A crossover table also has been developed and included, which identi- 
fies the relationship that exists between the present HEGIS and Handbook VI 
taxonomies and the taxonomy proposed in this document. This detailed crossover 
table is based on the numerical sequence of the four-diqit codes of the pro- 
posed taxonomy. The left-hand column shows the relationship(s) of the present 
HEGIS taxonomy categories (both the 0100-4900 and 5000-5500 series) to the 
proposed taxonomy, and the right-hand column shows the same relationship{s) 
for the Handbook VI categories. 



USES OF THE TAXONOMY 

The taxonomy has been developed to provide a standav^dized classification and 
coding structure that will assist institutions and agencies in organizing 
information about programs and activities in postsecondary education for 
both statewide and institutional planning and decision making. The taxonomy 
may also be useful in organizing information about various postsecondary 
education research and public service programs, although the applicability 
of the taxonomy in these areas is untested. 
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If it were implemented, which is not being recommended, the taxonomy could 
play a vital role in extending the utility of the PCS to the postsecondary 
education community and for statewide planning and decision making. Discus- 
sion of applications and uses of the PCS in this context can be found in An 
Examination of Possible Statewide Applications and Extensions of the NCHEMS 
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Program Classification Structure (Wing and Romney, 1974), 



Finally, the taxonomy, particularly if some or all of the additional distinctions 
mentioned on page 7 (for example, type of organization or institution, type of 
award) were linked to it, could serve as a partial basis for a wide range of 
federal and state postsecondary education reporting requirements- 
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SUMMARY 



There is general agreement on the need for standardized and comprehensive 
structures for cataloging and organizing Informaticn on the multitude of in- 
structional programs and activities presently functioning in the various levels 
and sectors of education. Such structures are needed for internal and external 
reporting and for planning and management efforts at various levels (for example, 
department, institution, system, statewide), just to mention two of the most 
important requirements. 

Although considerable effort has gone into the development of the postsecondary 
education subject matter taxonomy presented in this document and the resulting 
taxonomy has some advantages over currently available alternatives, the final 
result is not entirely satisfactory. This is due in part to inadequacies in 
the foundations upon which the proposed taxonomy has been based (that is, two 
existing taxonomies, both of which have internal inconsistencies) and in part 
to the restriction of the taxonomy to a four-digit coding structure. This 
proposed taxonomy has not attempted to resolve these issues but does seek to 
lay out issues and alternatives for consideration by others who may be concerned 
with the development of subject matter taxonomies.

Although one of the objectives of the authors was to leave unchanged the 
names and codes of the categories in Section I of the HEGIS taxonomy, there 
were a number of cases in which problems were felt to exist in the Section I 
categories that could be corrected with minor modifications. These modifica- 
tions are enumerated below with a brief reason for the changes for each 
subject matter division. 

0100 Agriculture and Natural Resources 

Food science and technology (0113) was deleted since it duplicated the 
content of Food Technology (0940). Agriculture and forest technologies 
(0116) was deleted since it was felt to represent only a different level 
of emphasis of subject matter found elsewhere in the taxonomy. In addi- 
tion, eight new specialties (0118-0125) have been added to make this 
division more comprehensive. 

0200 Architecture and Environmental Design 

One new specialty (World planning [0207]) has been added to make this 
division more comprehensive. 

0300 Area Studies 

Four new specialties (Atlantic area studies [0315], Artie area studies 
[0316], Antarctic area studies [0317], and Area studies, general [0318]) 
have been added to make this division more comprehensive. The specialties 
in this division now correspond fairly closely to the categories in the 
Dewey Decimal and Universal Decimal Classification systems. 
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0400 Biological Sciences 

Seven new specialties (0428-0434) have been added to make this division 
more comprehensive. 

0500 Business, Commerce, and Management 

One new specialty (Credit and collections [0518]) has been added to make 
this division more comprehensive. 

0600 Communi cati ons 

No additions or deletions have been made in this division. 

0700 Computer and Information Sciences 

Information sciences and systems (0702) was deleted because it was felt 
to be too vagu' and general. Systems Analysis (0705) was moved to the 
Interdisciplinary Studies division. Three new specialties (Artificial 
intelligence [0706], Information storage and retrieval [0707], and 
Processing equipment operation [0708]) have been arided to make this 
division more comprehensive. The specialties in this division now 
are relatively consistent with the categories used by the Association 
for Computing Machinery. 

0800 Education 

Six new specialties (0840-0845) have been added to make this division 
more comprehensive. 

0900 Technology 

The name of this division was changed from Engineering to Technology to 
broaden the connotation from strictly higher education to postsecondary 
education. The word "Technology" replaces "Engineering" in most 
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specialties in the taxonomy for similar reasons. The names of Engineering 
physics (0919) and Engineering mechanics (0921) were changed to Applied 
physics and Applied mechanics, respectively. 

Architectural engineering (0904) was deleted because of overlaps with 
0200 and 0908. Engineering technologies (0925) was deleted because it can 
be included in appropriate detailed categories in the proposed taxonomy. 

Several of the specialties in this division (especially Electrical, 
electronics, and communication technology, general [0909] and Naval 
and marine technology, general [0923]) may need to be broken up into 
subspecial ties . 

Fifty-four new specialties (0926-0979), reflecting aspects of technology 
related to design, construction, manufacture, and repair, have been added 
to make this division more comprehensive. 

1000 Fine and Applied Arts 

Four specialties (1002, 1004, 1005, and 1009) were deleted and replaced 
with more detailed categories reflecting the subspecialties that they 
encompass. Sixteen new specialties (1012-1027) have been added to make 
this division more comprehensive. 

1100 Foreign Languages 

Four specialties (Portuguese [1117], Greek, modern [1118], Indian 
(American) languages [1119], and Artificial languages [1120]) have been 
added to make this division more comprehensive. 
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1200 Health Services 

The name of this division was changed form Health Professions to Health 
Services to facilitate the inclusion of subject matter specialties that 
do not typically correspond to particular health professions. 

Four specialties were deleted from this division. Dental specialties 
(1205), Medical specialties (1207), and Veterinary medicine specialties 
(1219) have been replaced with their respective lists of actual 
specialties. Biomedical communication (1217) was deleted because it 
was not clear what it represented. 

Seven other specialties (1201, 1203, 1204, 1206, 1218, 1224, and 1225) 
have been given new names, and fifty-seven new specialties (1226-1282) 
have been added to make this division more comprehensive. 

Different health professional programs may draw on the same subject 
matter. For example, the medical specialties included in the taxonomy 
could also be used as nursing specialties. 



1300 Home Econ o mics 

Institutional management and cafeteria management (1307) has been 
deleted since the subject matter is covered by Hotel and restaurant 
management (0508), Two additional specialties (Child care and 
guidance [1308] and Geratric care [1309]) have been added to make 
this division more comprehensive. 



1400 Law 

Seven new specialties (1402-1408) have been added to make this 
division more comprehensive, 
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1500 Letters 

The specialty, Philosophy (1509) has been deleted from this division 
and established as a separate division (2500) becuase it does not 
logically fit in any other division. Religious studies (excluding 
theological professions) (1510) was moved to the new Philosophy 
division. One new specialty (Composition (excluding creative writing) 
[1511]) has been added to make this division more comprehensive. 

1600 Library, Archival, and Museum Sciences 

The title of this division has been changed from Library Science to 
Library, Archival, and Museum Sciences to create a home for archival 
and museum sciences. These two subject matter areas fit here because 
of the nature of the cataloging and storage functions involved. Two 
specialties (Archival sciences, general [1602] and Museum and related 
administration [1603]) have been added to make this division more 
comprehensive. 



1700 Mathematics 

Six new specialties (1704-1709) have been added to make this division 
more comprehensive. 

1800 Military Sciences 

One new specialty (Coastal Science (Coast riuard)[1804]) was added to 
make this division more comprehensive. 
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1900 Physical Sciences 

The specialty Geophysics and seismology (1916) has been changpd tn 
Geophysics, general (1916); and Seismology has been established as a 
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separate subject matter area (1923). Three other specialties 
(Mineralogy [1921], Hydrology [1922], and Volcanology [1924]) have 
been added to make this division more comprehensive, 

2000 Psychology 

One specialty (Statistics in psychology [2007]) has been deleted since 
the subject matter can be covered by Statistics, mathematical and 
theoretical (1702). Four new specialties (Abnormal psychology [2011], 
Special mental conditions [2012], Creativity [2013], and Astrology [2014]) 
have been added to make this division more comprehensive. 

2100 Public Affairs and Services 

Three specialties (Fire protection [2107], Citizenship [2108], and 
Civil service preparation [2109]) have been added to make this division 
more comprehensive, 

2200 Social Sciences 

Two specialties (Asian-American cultural studies [2216] and Women's 
studies [2217]) have been added to make this division more comprehensive. 

2300 Theology 

Two specialties (Ecclesiastical and canonical law [2304] and Non-christian 
religions and cults [2305]) have been added to make this division more 
comprehensive. 
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New Subject Matter Divisions 

In addition to these changes in the existing taxonomy divisions, five 
new divisions have been added to the taxonomy: Philosophy (2500), 
Physical Education and Recreation (2600), Service (2700), Special 
Cormiuni cation (2800), and Transportation Equipment Operation (2900). 
Appropriate specialties have been established for each of these 
new divisions. 
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
